Of fhe Mrvloes of the Sunday Sdiool, none perhaps is more 
Important than the devotional part. If properly oondneted, 
these exereiaes beget a derotkmal spirit in the hearts of the 
children. They soon learn to lore the worship of God when 
they can pray to him and stag his praises in their own sim- 
ple, ohild-Uke way. As aids in this interesting senioe, ser- 
eral hooks have already heen prepared in our own denomina* 
tion* eaeh of which has had Its peenliar merits, and donhtlesa 
aeeompMshed mneh good. But there has long been ftlt hf 
mperintendenta and others interested in the canse the need 
of a senrioe book whidh, oombining all that is ralnable in the 
arrangement of those now in use, with snoh changes and im- 
-yrorements as experience wonld suggest, could be afforded 
at a piloe whioh would place it within the reach of all our 
Bchools. In the hope of meeting this want, the following 
pages have been prepared. The arrangement, rarlety, and 
number of the serrices, together with the new and choice 
music and hymns whioh are here presented, the author trusts 
will be a sufficient commendation of the work.

The seleotton from tiie Psalms, with whieh e«ch serriee 
evens, is intended to be read by the Siq)eriirteiident, la order 
to fix the attention of the school; after whioh all should 
unite in singing the opening hymn. The Soriptore Los eon 
and the Prayer should be read in oonoert by the whole seiwel, 
•the Superintendent leading. The otiber parts of the opening 
seryice sufficiently explain themselyes. 

In dosing, let the whole school rise and repeat in oeacert 
one of the prayers arranged for that purpose j and then re^ 
main silent whUe the Superintendent pronoiinoeB the Bene- 
diction. 

With thes& explaiUations, the author sends fbrth this little 

work with the prayer that God will bless its mission in the 

accomplishment of good.
